Please amend the Claims as follows: 



In the Claims: 




Cancel pending Claims 2-21 and replace them with the following: 

22. (new) A textile woven fabric-elastomer composite comprised of a woven fabric 
having a technical face and a technical back, said woven fabric having been 
coated on at least one side with an elastomer composition, said elastomer 
composition being partially incorporated into said fabric to create a seamless 
transition between said fabric and said elastomer. 

23. (new) The fabric-elastomer composite of Claim 22 wherein said woven fabric is 
comprised of fibers selected from the group consisting of natural fibers. 

24. (new) The fabric-elastomer composite of Claim 22 wherein said woven fabric is 
comprised of natural fibers selected from the group consisting of cotton, wool, 
ramie, or blends of these fibers. 

25. (new) The fabric-elastomer composite of Claim 24 wherein said woven fabric 
comprises cotton fibers. 

26. (new) The fabric-elastomer composite of Claim 24 wherein said woven fabric 
has a satin construction. 

27. (new) The fabric-elastomer composite of Claim 22 wherein said woven fabric 
has been napped on its technical face prior to being coated with said elastomer 
composition. 
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28. (new) The fabric-elastomer composite of Claim 27 wherein said woven fabric 
has been calendered after being napped and prior to being coated with said 
elastomer composition. 

29. (new) The fabric-elastomer composite of Claim 22 wherein said woven fabric 
has been calendered prior to being coated with said elastomer composition. 

30. (new) The fabric-elastomer composite of Claim 22 wherein said elastomer 
composition is applied to said technical back of said woven fabric. 

31. (new) The fabric-elastomer composite of Claim 22 wherein said woven fabric 
has a pick count in the range of 20 to 80 picks per inch in the fill direction and an 




end count in the range of 30 to 90 ends per inch in the warp. 



32. (new) The fabric-elastomer composite of Claim 25 wherein said woven fabric is 



comprised of filling yarns having a cotton count in the range of 4/1 through 32/1 
and 4/2 through 32/2. 



33. (new) The fabric-elastomer composite of Claim 25 wherein said woven fabric is 
comprised of warp yarns having a cotton count in the range of 8/1 through 32/1 
and 8/2 through 32/2. 



34. (new) The fabric-elastomer of Claim 22 wherein said woven fabric has a weight 
in the range of one to 16 ounces per square yard. 
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35. (new) The fabric-elastomer composite of Claim 34 wherein said woven fabric 
has weight in the range of 4 to 12 ounces per square yard. 

36. (new) The fabric-elastomer composite of Claim 34 wherein said woven fabric 
has a weight in the range of 6 to 8 ounces per square yard. 

37. (new) A composite having at least a first material, a second material, and a third 
material, wherein said first material comprises a woven fabric, wherein said 
second material comprises an elastomer, said elastomer being at least partially 
incorporated within said fabric, and wherein said third material is selected from 
the group consisting of a transfer coating, a film coating, and a layer of plastic or 
polymeric material, wherein said third material is in contact with said second 
material and is not in contact with said first material. 

38. (new) The composite of Claim 37 wherein said third material comprises a felted 
or flocked textile substrate. 

39. (new) The composite of Claim 37 wherein said third material comprises a 
metallic substrate. 

40. (new) The composite of Claim 37 wherein said third material comprises a layer 
of polymeric or plastic material. 

41. (new) The composite of Claim 37 wherein said third material is a transfer 
coating that comprises a plurality of individual layers.
